Horse With Rabies. 


A fine mare belonging to G. Harry 


Jacobs of Highland township, devel- 
oped rabies on Sunday of last week. 
The case has attracted much atten- 
tion for rabies in horses is very rare. 
The only explanation for the disease 
is that about a month ago the mare 
was being driven on road between 
Two Taverns and Barlow and a dog 
ran in front of the animal snapping 
at hrr heels. A scar was discovered 
on the heel of the right front leg of 
the animal. 


On Sunday of last week the animal 


begai. to grow wild and Dr. E. D. Hud- 
son was sent for by Mr. Jacobs and 
he at, once diagnosed the disease as 
rabies and quarantined the animal. 
Dr. Hudson at once telegraphed the 
State Live Stock Sanitary Board and 
received instructions to watch devel 
opments and when animal died to 
send the brain to the University Lab- 
oratory at Philadelphia. The animal 
grow worse and on Wednesday after 
being appraised, was shot through the 
heart. Dr. Hudson at once removed 
the brain and sent it to Philadelphia. 


Yesterday, Tuesday, Dr. Hudson re 


ceived a letter from State Veterinari- 
an S. H. Gilliland, saying that the 
head of the mare had been examined 
and a well developed case of rabies j 
diagnosed. The

Coach Vail arrived on Tuesday af- 


ternoon • and will at once go forward 
with college athletics with his well 
known earnestness and thoroughness. 


The inauguration of Dr. William 


Granville. formerly of Yale Universi- 
ty, as president of Gettysburg College 
on October 20th. promises to eclipse 
in unusual features any similar event 
held by any Pennsylvania college in 
recent years. 


Among the guests will be Gov. Ed- 


win S. Stuart, Dr. Woodrow Wilson, 
Dr. Ira G. Remsen, and a large num- 
ber of the most prominent college and 
university men in the eastern part of 
the country. A special effort is being 
made to secure President Taft as the 
principal guest of honor. 


No building in Gettysburg is large 


enough to accommodate the crowds of 
alumni and friends of the institution 
who are coming to this event and ar- 
ransements have been made to secure 
a huge tent which will be pitched on 
the college grounds and in which the 
ceremonies will take place. A chorus 
of several hundred voices is being 
trained and will be accompanied by 
one of the largest orchestras in the 
eastern part of the country. 


The inauguration ceremonies will 


consist of addresses by Secretary An- 
son Phelps Stokes of Yale, Dr. Gran- 
ville and several other well known 
educators, while Governor Stuart or a 
representative 
of the State Depart- 


ment of Public Instruction will also 
be on the program.

universities all in academic garb. Fol- 
lowing it will be a collation and in the 
evening a reception by the new presi- 
dent.

TOWN FATHERS MEET 


And Order Agreement With Secre- 


tary of War Put Into Writing. 
The regular September meeting of 


the Town Council was held on Tues- 
day evening of last week with a full 
attendance of councilmen. 


The matter of opening of the East 


Middle street alley was brought up bj 
motion that the committee on same 
composed of President Trostle, Bor- 
ough Attorney Wible and Councilman 
Butt be discharged. The motion car- 
ried. 


Councilman Koch then made a mo- 


tion to reconsider the action taken at 
a special meeting of the Town Council 
whereby an agreement between the 
Secretary of War and the town al 
ready concluded was repudiated. Mr. 
Koch stated that he had investigated 
the facts and had now changed his 
mind on the question. 
The motion 


was discussed at some length and 
other matters were interjected irto 
the discussion. When a vote was 
reached the council was a tie. Council- 
men Butt, Koch. Shealer and Tawney 
voting ior a reconsideration and Coun- 
cilmen

Trostle cast the deciding vote in favor 
of a reconsideration. 


The original motion that the agree- 


ment between the Secretary of War 
and the Town Council be executed in 
a writing was then voted upon and 
was a tie vote, by the same votes as 
upon motion to reconsider and was 
decided by President Trostle by vot- j 
ing for the motion.

This action confirms the agreement 


already concluded with the Secretary 
of War. by which the government 
agrees to build five alleys in the east- 
ern part of the town. The next step 
will be the location of the alleys, the 
acquiring of the land, the ordaining 
of them with the proper grades and 
these proceedings will give ample op- 
portunity to all citizens in that part; 
of the town to have the alleys located 
and built to the greatest advantage of 
the people. 


A motion then carried that a com- 


mittee of three be appointed to locate 
the alleys, and Councilmen Butt. Taw- 
ney and Shealer were named as the 
committee. 


John D. Keith, Esq., appeared be- 


fore council and asked for amend- 
ment to (he ordinance granting a fran- 
chise for a trolley line on certain 
streets. The 
ordinance passed had 


granted the franchise so as to go to a 


company to be hereafter chartered. 
The amendment asked for would be 
that the franchise should go to a 
hraiuh or extension of the McSherrys- 
town and Hanover Railway Company. 
This was desired to avoid obtaining a 
nev charter.

Father Corby Monument. 


It is expected that the monument to 


be erected to the memory of Father 
Corby near the Wheatfleld of the bat- 
tlefield, will be ready the latter part 
of October and that the unveiling cere- 
mony will be held at that time or 
early in November. 


The movement to erect the monu- 


ment 
was 
started 
in Philadelphia 


about a year ago by the late General 
St. Clair Mulholland and the money 
has been quickly raised. The statue 
will cost about $5000 and more than 
54000 has already been subscribed. 
An effort is being made to complete 
the fund at once. 


The memorial is now being modeled 


by Samuel A. Murray of Philadelphia. 
It is of heroic size, representing the 
brave priest in the act of granting ab- 
solution. 


Father Corby will ne represented in 


the uniform of his rank of Captain of 
cavalry and will be placed on the 
rock on which he stood and gave the 
general absolution to the Irish Bri- 
gade before entering the whirlpool of 
the fight at the Wheatfield.

It happened that 
Hodges were at a cider press making 
cider. 
The Cumberland county man 


went to the cider press and asked 
where the strong man Hodge wa=. The 
latter said, "I am the man," and the 
visitor replied, "I've come to fight 
you." 
Hodge replied. "We will take 


a drink of cider first'' and picked up 
a barrel of cider containing 33 gallons 
and too'- a drink out of the bung hole 
and handed the barrel over to the 
Cumberland county man who answer- 
ed, "1 don't want to fight you." 


I found another tombstone with in- 


scription. 
• William Hodge, died 1821." 


The Hodges were raised, on farm one 
mile east of Hampton, now owned by 
Osear Miller. Our correspondent adds 
"My grandfather bought the farm at 
public sale in 1S36, 200 acres, at -S20 
oer a<"-re and his is the first name aftei 
the Hodges, from Hodge to Sheffer. 
William Hodge was an old batcher 
and I often heard, the late Captain 
William Jones say he knew William 
Hodge. He was noted for the fat 
horne? he owned and when people ask- 
ed him what he fed £is horses to make 
thpm so far. his answer was "Only 
chop feed three times a day."

Witnessed Corn Dance. 


Herman H. rfchick, son of the late 


Andrew cehick of this place, sends us 
an account of the corn dance of tbe 
Osage Indian tribe witnessed atTulsa. 
Oklahoma. 


On August 26. 27 ana 28 hundreds of 


members of the Osage tribe of Indians 
were gathered in Tulsa participating 
in tbeir annual green corn feast aud 
stomp clanee, probably tbelattofits 
kind that will ever beheld by tint fast 
diminishing tribe of Indians, who now 
are tne richest of all the clans, due to 
the fact that their allotment given 
them by the government laid in east- 
ern Oklaboroe. where the great oil 
fields are DOW giving untold wealth 
to ootit tbe whle man and redskm. 
with the odds in Pivor of the former. 


The dance was beld at Orcutt'spart 


and was an occasion of feastius aud 
dancing for the three days and nights. 
Tbe dancing begau each nigbt at mid- 
night. The "green corn" dance is de- 
cidedly original and unique. A small 
lire is built and around it tbe Indians, 
men and women, iu single file, move 
siowjy. so slowly as to be painful to 
the spectator?. 
They bop up aud 


down and seem to make no more pro- 
gress than tbe hour nand 
OQ tbe 


clock, out thev get around the circle 
in due time, plways "stompiug" to a 
monotonous ebant kept up by one or 
two trained, singers. 
Tbe men who 


participate in the dance are garbed 
only in breech clouts aud tbeir bodies 
and' fases are streaked with the multi- 
colored hues of the home-made war 
painti of the Indian. 


The dance is an old custom with tbe 


Indians of Xorth America and is really 
tbeir fhanksjriving festival. It takes 
place after the corn crop is made aud 
is attendee! by every Indian, man. 
womac and cbild, for hundreds of 
miles arouad.

Today the New York station of the 


Pennsylvania Railroad stands a monu- 
ment to the genius, courage and abili 
ty of the late Alexander J. Cassatt. 
and silent testimony to the wealth and 
enterprise of the great railroad. After 
seven years of tunneling the tubes that 
connect New York City by rail with 
New Jersey and with Long Island 
cities have also been finished. 


One hundred million dollars were re- 


quired to build this station and bore 
these tubes. 
]n full running order, 


the entire improvement was thrown 
open to traffic on September S. The 
station covers more territory than any 
other building ever constructed at one 
time in the history of the world. The 
Vatican the Tuileres, the St. Peters 
burg Winter Palace are larger build 
ings but centuries were required in 
their construction. The Pennsylvania 
station is unique covering as it does 
eight acres of ground with exterior 
walls extending approximately one- 
half a mile and having been erected 
in less than six years' time. 


This station is not only the largest 


structure of its kind in the world, but 
it epitomizes and embodies the high- 
est development of the art of transpor- 
tation. Every 
practicable 
conveni- 


ence, the most ingenious of mechani- 
cal and electrical inventions, every 
safeguard against danger—all, in fact, 
that has so far been learned in rail- 
way transportation and station per- 
fection has been availed of for the 
benefit of every passenger, no matter 
•whether he is to take a short ride to 
Long Island or a 2000-mile trip to the 
West. 


Built after the Doric style of archi- 


tecture, the station covers the entire 
area hounded by Seventh and Eighth 
avenues and 31st and 33rd streets. The 
facades of the station are designed to 
suggest the imposing character of the 
ancient Roman temples and baths, at 
tlje same time giving the building the 
character of a monumental gateway 
and entrance to the great city. 


The structure is really a monument- 


al bridge over the tracks, with en- 
trances to the streets on the main axis 
and on all lour sides. In this respect 
the building is unique among the rail- 
way stations of the world, affording 
the maximum of entrance and exit fa- 
cilities. 


The Seventh avenue facade is com- 


posed principally of a Roman Doric 
colonade, double at the carriage en- 
trances at the street ends and at the 
main front entrance for pedestrians in 
the center. Each of the columns is 4 
feet t; inches in diameter and 35 feet 
high. Above the central colonnade is 
an entablature surmounted by a clock 
with a dial 7 feet in diameter. The 
center of this clock is on the axial line 
of 32nd street and 61 feet above the 
sidewalk.

ecutive ahiiitv. placed nim at the head 
of the railroad men of the country. Jn 
the consideration of any great prob- 
lem, whether of transportation, com 
nercc or political economj. he was al-j 
most unequaled. cwing to the breadth ; 
originality, and decisiveness of this! 
character; yet his manner to his sub-1 
ordinates. was so direct and simple 
that he seemed unconscious of his own 
superiority. 


"Great as it was. the New York plan 


of improvement is only one item in a 
far-reaching scheme of development, 
which became the policy of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company through 
Mr. Cassatt's advice and influence, yet 
his strongest influence was doubtless 
centered in the New York work. 
It 


is the sincerest regret of ail connect- 
ed with the design and execution of 
the project that he did not live to see 
its completion." 


Every Adams county citizen who 


visits New* York City should take 
great pride in beholding the wonder- 
ful accomplishment of terminal and 
tubes and should begin and end the 
pleasure of the trip under the statue 
of Alexander Johnson Cassatt in the 
great Pennsylvania terminal, looking 
up into the strong, quiet face of the 
man who refused to let any river less 
than a mile wide keep his railroad out 
of New York.

By awarding damages to William 


Cody, to be paid by ^saloonkeeper 
Timothy Sullivan, of Westmoreland

Number One. 


A CONCURRENT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section 


twenty-six of article five of the Con- 
stitution of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania. 
Resolved (if the Senate concur), 


That the following amendment to sec- 
tion twenty-six of article five of the 
Constitution of Pennsylvania be, and 
the same ib hereby, proposed, in ac- 
cordance with the eighteenth article 
thereof: — 


That section 26 of Article V., which 


reads as follows: "Section 2€. All laws 
relating to courts shall be general 
and of uniform operation, and the or- 
ganization, jurisdiction, and powers of 
all courts of the same class or grade, 
so far as regulated by law, and the 
force and effect of the process and 
judgments of such courts, shall be uni- 
form; and the General Assembly is 
hereby prohibited from creating other 
courts to exercise the powers vested 
by this Constitution in the judges of 
the Courts of Common Pleas and Or- 
phans' Courts," be amended so that 
the same shall read as follows:— 


Section 
26. AH laws relating to 


courts shall be general and of uniform 
operation, and the organization, juris- 
diction, and powers of all courts of 
the same class or grade, so far as regu- 
lated by law, and the force and effect 
of the process and judgments of such 
courts, shall be uniform; but, notwith- 
standing any provisions of this Consti- 
tution, the General Assembly shall 
have full power to establish new 
courts, from time to time, as the same 
may be needed in any city or county, 
and to prescribe the powers and juris- 
diction thereof, and to increase the 
number of judges in any courts now 
existing or hereafter created, or to re- 
organize the same, or to vest in other 
courts the jurisdiction theretofore ex- 
ercised by courts not of record, and to 
abolish the same wherever it may be 
deemed necessary for the orderly and 
efficient administration of justice.

Proposing an amendment to the Con- 


stitution of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, so as to eliminate the 
requirement of payment of taxes as 
a qualification of the right to vote.

That the following 
amendment to the Constitution of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania be, 
and the same is hereby, proposed, in 
accordance with the eighteenth arti- 
cle thereof: 


That section one of article eight be 


amended, by striking out the fourth 
numbered paragraph thereof, so that 
the said section shall read as follows: 


Section 1. Every male citizen twen- 


ty-one years of age. possessing the fol- 
lowinz qualifications, shall be entitled 
to vote at all elections, subject how- 
ever to such laws requiring and regu- 
lating the registration of electors as 
the General Assembly may enact. 


First. He shall have been a citizen 


of 
the United States at least one 


month. 


Second He shall have resided in the 


State one year (or if, having previous- 
ly been a qualified elector or native- 
born citizen of the State, he shall have 
removed therefrom and returned, then 
six months), immediately preceding 
th> election.

Third. He shall have resided in the 


election district where he shall offer 
to vote at least two months immediate- 
ly preceding the election.

In Philadelphia all suits 


shall be instituted in the said courts 
of common pleas without designating 
the number of the said court, and the 
several courts shall distribute and ap- 
portion the business among them in 
such manner as shall be provided by 
rules of court, and each court, to 
which am suit shall he thus assigned, 
shall have exclusive jurisdiction there- 
of, subject to charge of venue, as shall 
be provided by law. 


In the county of Allegheny all the 


jurisdiction and powers now vested in 
the several numbered courts of com- 
mon pleas shall be vested in one court 
of common pleas, composed of all the 
judges in commission in said courts. 
Such jurisdiction and powers shall ex- 
tend to all proceedings at law and in 
equity which shall have been institut- 
ed in the several numbered courts, 
and shall be subject to such changes 
as may be made by law, and subject to 
change of venue as provided by law. 
The president judge of said court shall 
be selected as provided by law. The 
number of judges in said court may be 
by law increased from time to time. 
This amendment shall take effect on 
the first day of January succeeding 
its adoption.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section 


eight, article nine, of the Constitu- 
tion of Pennsylvania. 
Secton 1. Be it resolved by the Sen- 


ate and House of Representatives of 
the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania 


in General Assembly met, That the fol- 
lowing is proposed as an amendment 
to the Constitution of the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania, in accordance 
with the provisions of the eighteenth 
article thereof:— 
Amendment to Article Nine, Section 


Eight. 


Section 2. Amend section eight, arti- 


cle nine, of the Constitution of Penn- 
sylvania, which reads as follows:— 


"Section 8. The debt of any county, 


city, borough, township, school dis- 
trict, or other municipality or incor- 
porated district, except as herein pro- 
vided, shall never exceed seven per 
centum upon the assessed value of the 
taxaole property therein, nor shall any 
such municipality or district incur 
any new debt, or increase its indebt- 
edness to an amount exceeding two per 
centum upon such assessed valuation 
of property, without the assent of the 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by 
law; but any city, the debt of which 
now exceeds seven per centum of such 
assessed valuation, may be authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation," so as to 
read as follows:— 


Section 8. The debt of any county, 


city, borough, township, school dis- 
trict, or other municipality or incor- 
porated district, except as herein pro- 
vided, shall never exceed seven per 
centum upon the assessed value of the 
taxable property therein, nor shall any 
such municipality or district incur any 
new debt, or increase its indebtedness 
to an amount exceeding two per cen- 
tum upon such assessed valuation of 
property, without the assent of the 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by 
law; but any city, the debt of which 
now exceeds seven per centum of such 
assessed valuation, may be authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debts hereinafter incurred 
by the city and county of Philadelphia 
for the construction and development 
of subways for transit purposes, or for 
the construction of wharves and docks, 
or the reclamation of land to be used 
in the construction of a system of 
wharves and docks, as public improve- 
ments, owned or to be owned by said 
city and county of Philadelphia, and 
which shall yield 1o the city and coun- 
ty of Philadelphia current net revenue 
in excess of the interest on said debt 
er debts and of the annual install- 
ments necessary for the cancellation 
of said debt or debts, may be exclud- 
ed in ascertaining the power of the 
city and county of Philadelphia to be- 
come otherwise indebted: 
provided, 


That a sinking fund for their cancella- 
tion shall be established and maintain- 
ed.

Witnessed Corn Dance. 


Herman H. Schic.k. sou of the late 


Andrew 8chick of this place, sends us 
an accouut of the corn dance of the 
Osage Indian tribe witnessed atTulsa. 
Oklahoma. 


On August 26. 27 and 28 hundreds of 


members of the Osage tribe of Indians 
were gathered iu Tulsa participating 
iu their annual green corn feast and 
stomp dance, probably the last of its 
kind that will ever be held by this fast 
diminishing tribeof Indians, who now 
are the richest of all the clans, due to 
the fact that their allotment giveu 
them by the goverumeut laid in east- 
ern Oklahouue, where the great oil 
fields are uow giving untold wealth 
to both the whie man aud redskin, 
with the odds iu favor of the former. 


The dauce was held at Orcutt'spark 


and was au occasion of feastiuir aud 
dancing for the three days and uights. 
The dauciug began each night at mid- 
night. Tne "greeii corn" dauce is de- 
cidedly original and unique. A small 
lire is built and around it the Indians, 
men and women, in single h'le, move 
slowly, so slowly as to be painful to 
the spectators. 
They bop up aud 


down aud seein to make no more pro- 
gress than the hour nand on the 
cloek, but thev get around the circle 
in due time, plways "stomping" to a 
monotonous cbant kept up by one or 
two trained singers. 
The men who 


participate in the dance are garbed 
only m breech clouts aud their bodies 
aud faces are streaked with the multi- 
colored hues of the home-made war 
paints of the Indian. 


The dance is an old custom with the 


Indians of North America and is really 
their Thanksgiving festival. It takes 
place after the corn crop is made aud 
is attended by every Indian, man, 
woman and child, for hundreds of 
miles around.
